Vancouver, July 10. — Today Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin refused bail in the case of 
the six prisoners charged -with intimidat- 
ing fishermen with Qreai-ms on the high 
seas, lie said: 

"I do not agree with the counsel of 
the defense that the only question for 
vie to decide is the question of my being 
satisfied that granting bail will be sulli- 
eient to cause' the prisoners to appear 
for their trial. 1 nnisL go further and 
see what the result will be if L allow 
the prisoners their liberty. I cannot shut 
my eyes to the state of lawlessness now 
going on on the Fraser river, and what 
the result of my releasing these desperate 
and lawless men will be on the present 
agitated state of affairs. They now 
appear to mo by the depositions to lie 
desperate men, and for their own sakes 
1 only hope at their trial they can change 
the aspect of affairs. 

"I must also consider the question of 
the King's peace, and 1 tun not at all 
sure that it will be kept if I grant these 
men bail, as they seem to have been 
desperate men, and their getting out 
might only inlluence the agitated affairs 
as they are now on the Eraser river. 

"Under the circumstances I will not 
lake the responsibility of releasing the 
prisoners, and the application for bail 
must be refused." 

Government Labor Commissioner 
Breniner is working on more suggestions 
with a view of settling the fishermen's 
strike. Both sides say they will strain 
every point to arrange a satisfactory 
compromise. 



AX INSURANCE CASE. 

Interesting Trial Now mi Progress in 
Vancouver. 

Vancouver, July 10.— (Special.)— Tho 
case of Ellison vs. North American In- 
surance Co. opened before Mr. Justice 
Martin today. The jury was discharged 
ns in the opinion of the presiding judge 
there was nothing for them to determine. 

'Messrs. Cowan and Cnpelle appeared 
for plaintiff, Messrs. Davis and Helmc- 
ken for defendants. The case is as fol- 
lows: 

The defendant insurance company re- 
fused to pay u policy to beneficiary on 
the death of Geo. W. Ellison, tho insured 
on the ground that the insured was killed 
while working on a railway, an occupa- 
tion in which he was engaged contrary 
to a clause in the policy prohibiting the 
insured from working on a railway dur- 
ing tho life of tho policy without duo 
notice to the company and proper per- 
mission. Plaintiff secured a witness to 
swear that notice wns given of the insur- 
ed's occupation to the local agent here, 
Mr. Faulkner in his presence. 

Defendant claimed that notice to the 
local agent was not sufficient, but must 
be given direct to the head office of the 
company and further claim that this was 
not done. The case will be concluded 
tomorrow.

0. T. II. with circulating stories to the 
effect that tine of the members, a Mrs 
McDonald, was not man-led to tin 
man she called husband, and had an Il- 
legitimate child; nnd that Mr. and Mrs. 
McDonald quarrelled a great deal, and 
thai Jlr. McDonald had drawn u revol- 
ver during one of the domestic rows. 
The Dev. E. E. Sett gave evider.ee that 
Mrs. McDonald herself itold him this 
story in effect. 

Another charge made by Mrs. McKen- 
zie was that Mrs. Gleason, the president 
of the union, walked along Beach aven- 
ue, at English Bay, a distance of 350 
yards with an immodest bathing suit 
on, uncovered by a rain coat, and al- 
lowed herself to be instructed in swim- 
ming in the arms of the men known 
familiarly as "Nigger Joe" r,iv& Candy 
Jack." 

Many other minor charges are said to 
have ibcen made by Mm, IMcIvenaie. 

At n meeting at which 1!D Indies wore 
present, Mrs. McKenzie w.ns expelled 
from the union on the charge of circulat- 
ing these stories. 

Mrs. Cunningham caused to lie pub 
lislied in the World the resolution passed 
at this meeting, stinting that as Mrs. Mc- 
Kenzie had circulated slanderous and 
untruthful reports of the members, she 
was no longer lit to be a member. For 
the publication of this resolution. Mrs. 
Cunningham was sued by Mrs. McKen- 
zie. 

Charles Wilson, K. C, for the de- 
fence, maintained that the publication of 
-the resolution was not the publication 
of anything defamatory, as the state- 
ments were true thai Mrs. McKenzie 
had circulated false reports of the mem- 
bers. 

10. P. Davis, foe the prosecution, bit- 
terly commented on the fact that so- 
called Christian women often did things 
for spite while professing to work for 
the good of humanity. He wont over 
the evidence to the j^ry. nnd maintained 
that the charges made by Mrs. McKenzie 
wto true and that the resolution that 
Mrs. Cmiainghnm caused to be publish- 
ed in the World was defamatory. Dur- 
ing the presenilation of the case to the 
jury, the court was filled with ladies. 

Justice Martin's charge to the jury 
was very brief, the salient points of the 
evidence being merely touched upon. 

After u few minutes' deliberation the 
jury returned a verdict for plaintiff 
$11) damages. The question of costs 
reserved.

A PARIS SENSATION. 

'French Woman Shoots to Draw Atten- 
tion of 'Minister. 

Paris, July 10.— M. Bandit), minister of 
•public works, was shot at while driving 
1.) a cabinet meeting at the Elysoe I'al- 
aoe. this morning. 

The author of this attempt upon the 
life of M. Batidin was a woman, who 
was accompanied by a 10-year-old child. 
She approached M. Bnudin's carriaso 
and suddenly drawing a revolver lirtnl at 
utile minister. M. Batidin was not hit and 
[proceeded t.> the Elysee Palace. 

The woman was arrested and gave her 
nmme as Olstewslcy, and said she lived at 
Niinterro. Her husband is a Pole and 
was an architect at iNice until 1SW. 

Madame Olaewsky asserts that she 
had no intention of hitting M. Baudin, 
but that she fired her revolver in the 
air to draw attention to an alleged griev- 
ance of her husband. Her husband is 
-described as Count Olzewsky, a natural- 
ized iFrenclimnn, holding -a government 
receivership' in the neighborhood of 
Paris, lie believes he is being deprived 
.of money due him by the minister. 

Mine, Olzewsky was much disappoint 
ed when told that she had tired her pis- 
tol ."t M. Hamlin, mid exclaimed, 
What! I thought he wa.s M. Delcassc 
(the French minister of foreign affairs)! 
I deeply regret I made this mistake, ami 
I will tender full apologies to M. Baudin." 

When asked if her act was premedit- 
ated. Mine. Olzewsky replied: "Yes, I 
practised shouting in a gallery all last 
Sunday at Nnnterre, where I resiil 
She said further that she had been : 
rested at Xice in .lannnry, 10t!0, for 
libelling and threatening M. Pclras.se. 
but that she was subsequently released. 
She refused to explain why she wished 
to shoot M. Delcassc. 

When the husband of Mine. Olzewsky 
was interviewed at his home i'i Nan- 
terre, he explained his wife's act, say- 
ing his family was in straightened cir- 
cumstances and lived oil SOU francs a 
year, and that his wife committed this 
act in order to draw attention to her 
misery. 

The revolver .-he used is of small cali- 
bre am! contained only one cartridge. 
The grudge of the Olzewskys does not 
appear to be against M. Delcassc for 
personal reasons, but against him in his 
position as minister of foreign affairs, 
who had refused, as did his predecessor 
in office, to entertain certain claims 
which Mime. Olzewsky presented to his 
department. Her persistent visits to the 
foreign otlice on the matter of her claims 
resulted in her obtaining several small 
sums of money. 

'Later particulars would iseem to reduce 
the importance with which the Baudin 
incident was at tirst regarded here. 
That Madam" Olzewsky did not try to 
hit. M. Baudin, but Bred her revolver in 
the . air, would new seem to bo estab- 
lished. 

The claims of the Olzewskys against 
tho department of foreign affairs are 
based upon the fact Hint in 1SD« Count 
Olzewsky was inveigled from Nice across 
the frontier to Italian territory, where 
he -was arrested on false denunciation as 
a spy. 

lie was released a month later and 
asked the French government to demand 
of Italy the payment of 100,000 francs 
■compensation, asserting his arrest hud 
ruined his business. He received from 
the foreign ollice sums amounting to 
•1),800 francs, and his position as tax col- 
lector ,or receiver for the government, 
wns worth U.800 francs a year. lie ami 
bis wife were dissatisfied and frequent- 
ly pestereil M. Delonsse.

The government was defeated in the 
House of Lords this afternoon. Although 
o,uite unimportant in itself, the defeat 
was indicative of the growing discon- 
tent.

Lord Lansdowne, the foreign secretary,

STRIKE IN SEATTLE. 

Planer and Mill Hands Demand a Nine- 
Hours' uny. 

Planer men and mill hands in Seattle 
to the number of nearly 200 have struck 
for a reduction in the hours from 10 to 
Iiours a day. 

In it«s; account of the trouble tho Fost- 
Intelligencer says: 

Following is a list of the mills affect- 
ed: 

Stetson-Post Mill Company, Brynnt 
Lumber and Shingle Company, of Fre- 
mont: Newell Mill Company, Rohlfs & 
Schodor, (Seattle Mill and Cabinet 
Works. Queen City Manufacturing Com- 
pany. Western 'Mills, Brace & Hergort. 
Washington Pinning Mill Company and 
the .Seattle Lumber Company. 

At the Bryant Lumber and Shingle 
mill twenty men, nearly the entire force, 
walked out at 4 o'clock. At the Wash- 
ington Planing Mill forty men quit their 
benches. Rohlfs & Schoder's men to the 
number of forty left the factory at 5 
o'clock, announcing that they would not 
return to work until the demands of the 
unions were conceded. The Western 
Mill Company's force of fifty men engag- 
ed in the sash ami door factory quit work 
at 4 o'clock. Only a few men struck at 
the 'Stetson-Post mill . 

It is possible that the strike may ex- 
tend to the employees ui the sawmills of 
the city, although these have never join- 
ed the unions. The situation is regarded 
as serious, as the factory owners say 
they will not treat with the Building 
Trades Council which ordered the strike. 

The lumber mills ami sash and door 
factories Of the city have formed a close 
organization known as the Seattle Lum- 
ber Exchange. Meetings of this hotly are 
held almost daily, and concert of action 
on all questions relating to the strike 
has been obtained. An officer of the ex- 
change said yesterday that i:' the strike 
of tin' factory operatives and pinner men 
spreads the 'mills of Seattle will shut 
down for an Indelinke period. This will 
throw several hundred mechanics ami 
mill laborers out of employment. 

In addition, vigorous measures are to 
lie taken by the Seattle Lumber Ex- 
change in retaliation for the action of tho 
Seattle Building Trades Council in order- 
ing the strike. Under an agreement with 
the Seattle Builders' Exchange, an or- 
ganization of contractors, the Sean 1 
Lumber Exchange may refuse to sell 
lumber of any kind to contractors em- 
ploying union men. An officer of the 
lumber exehnnge said yesterday: 

"The trouble with the factory men and 
planer men will not be very long lived. 
We propose to adopt vigorous measures 
to meet the strikers. The lumber mills of 
the city are a unit in this matter. They 
have agreed not to sell any lumber to 
contractors employing union men, pro- 
vided such incisures are necessary to pro- 
tect 'the interests of the mills. This will 
mean that the lumber supply on every 
building in course or construction w'll be 
shut off. Union carpenters, bricklayers, 
masons and plumbers will he thrown out 
of employment. The Seattle lumber mills 
have the backing of ISO mills in the 
state, and even of those in cities outside 
the. state. If tile strike started today 
continues and grows many thousands of 
men will be thrown d^of employment." 

The statement was made yesterday in 
behalf of the Seattle Lumber Exehnnge, 
that the offer of the strikers to work for 
nine hours' pay for nine hours a day 
was refused because the mill owners be- 
lieved that after grunting the nine-hour 
liny the workmen would immediately 
strike for a rise in wages. Said an offi- 
cer <>f t'ne lumber exchange yesterday: 

"To grant the demands of the men 
would lie simply ruinous to tho mills. We 
could not possibly compete with other 
mills in the state under the scale pro- 
posed bv the Building Trades Council."

Former Liberal Leader Disclaims 
any Desire to Re-Enter Po- 
litical Arena. 



London, July 17. — Lord Rosebery has 
issued a manifesto on the divisions iu 
the Liberal party. It is contained in, a 
letter to the city Liberal club at which 
he had been invited to deliver an ad- 
dress. 'He disclaims any desire to re- 
enter polities, but, speaks out "under the 
remarkable charter" agreed upon by Lib- 
eral members of the House of Commons 
of "hearty and undlsputetd allegiance to 
the leader and complete liberty of action 
to dissent in regard to the one vital ques- 
tion before the country." 

"The Liberal party can become a pow- 
er," he continues, "only when it shall 
have made up its mind on the 'Imperial 
questions which are at this moment em- 
bodied in the war." 

Lord Rosebery concludes with a gloomy 
touch. "It is 'a matter of sorrow and 
anxiety," lie says, "to see a weak gov- 
ernment faced by a weaker opposition at 
a juncture of foreign hostility and inter- 
national competition which needs nil the 
vigilance, power ami ability at our com- 
mand." 

He believes that Great Britain is at a 
crisis which may have ultimate effects 
upon its future.

Stiegler of he Matin, u Parish, u 
newspaper, 'file coming of the Chicago 
racers was productive of more excite- 
ment than that ordinarily occasioned 
by the arrival of the Empress at William 
Head. The Steal nor Sea Lion was se- 
cured from the Puget Sound Tugboat 
company for the local correspondent of 
the Hearst newspapers, and it left the 
Outer wharf with him shortly after the 
steamer Otter started out to act as ten- 
der.

The racers took the Great -Northern train 
which left at 7:50 p. m. lust night for 
Chicago, and as Sam Hill, a son-in-law 
of .1. .1. Hill, and a director of the trans- 
continental line hnd interested himself in 
their trip and wired to tho general man- 
ager asking him to push the racers 
through to tho Windy City, they will no 
doubt make a fast trill.

The French journalists who came 
ashore here and remained until the 
steamer left for the Sound at 7:::» last 
night, will not make as fast a trip ns 
the Chicago boys, not securing such close 
connections. Both are well known in the 
idd world, M. Lebntuly being the presi- 
dent of a Fieneh club of baloonists, and 
a very wealthy traveler. M. Steigler is 
a journalist of the true Parisian school, 
with an Einil /.olu beard, and an abhor- 
rence of anything approaching a hurry. 

He iso f that school of newspapermen 

familiar in Franco to whom tomorrow is 
as g -»d as today, and it was nothing to 
him that the Americans were rushed 
across to Seattle. "Pshaw," he said, as he 
shrugged his shoulder*, "whtvt is pue 
day, h'.ore or less," and when lnformo;! 
that he could send correspondence from 
Victoria, he said he bail decided to notify 
his paper of his arrival from Seattle to- 
day. "What was one day"— and had it 
not been for M. Lebuudy the people of 
Paris would have to have 'waited until 
today to know that M. Stiegler hnd ar- 
rived iu Victoria en route home. 

'M. Lebuudy gives interesting particu- 
lars of his trip across Silieria. He said: 
Lebandy said: 

I left Paris by the Nord Express train 
de luxe at - p. m. on the 15 May, St. 
Petersburg at 10 p. in. on the 17th, and 
Moscow at S p. in. on the 18th, by the 
trans-Siberian Express, which toon me 
in eight days to Irkutsk. After staying 
there a day or two, I continued by jour- 
ney by rail to Stretinsk (three days from 
Irkutsk— including the crossing of Lake 
Baikal in -I Iiours on a steamer.) From 
Stretinsk to Khabarovsk, (nbont 1,300 
miles) I traveled by water, on the rivers 
Chilka and Amur — in about 13 days; 
from Kabarovsk to Vlndivostock (one 
train daHy) by train in 32 hours. 

I reached Vhulivostock on the loth 
June, thirty days after having left Paris. 

I had no special reason for hurrying; 
had I hurried, and witli anore favorable 
circumstances, I might have accomplish- 
ed the journey in eight days less. I found 
the water very low in the rivers, not 
more than 3 feet in some places, and the 
steamers, which ply, in ra£h«r great 
numbers— 1 or 5 daily— between Stretinsk 
and Khabarovsk (witli n change general- 
ly half way, at Blngovitehensk), get fre- 
quently stranded on sand bars. 

I found the Russian transsSiberian 
train de 'luxe very comfortable; it is very 
punctual, leaves Moscow regularly twice 
a week, Wednesday nnd Saturday at 8 
p. in.; and Irkutsk Monday nnd Thurs- 
Bnys at 12 a. m. 

'There is a question of that train run- 
ning very soon to Stretinsk (being taken 
over the lake, Baikal, on the large ferry 
boar, the Baikal, Which I saw working.) 

The carriages of the railway between 
Irkutsk and Stretinsk, and of the one 
between Khabarovsk nnd Vlndivostock, 
are very comfortable and all contain 
sleeping compartments, the hitter one 
even a restaurant. 

The hotels in Lrkoutsk (Metropole, 
Russian), in Stretinsk (M. Seliein), in 
Khabarowsk I'M. Khabarovsk), in Vlndi- 
vostock (M. racifiquc, Moscow, and Si- 
berin), Tvill probably lie found by the 
majority of travelers to be lacking in 
comfort, the one oxcoptioni being the 
French Grand Hotel at Blngovestchonsk. 

The food on the steamers is also very 
poor. 

I found the hotels, steamers, and trnins 
crowded on the whole route. 

Once or twice, I was not nllowed to 
'leave by the train, because no more 
tickets were sold, tho train being full. 



Going up river, on the return journey, 
Khabarovsk-Stretinsk, I would gay sev- 
eral days more are required, the current 
being against the steamers. 

On the whole, the journey after Irkutsk 
is rattier ll rough one, but on the other 
hand, the scenery is in some parts mag- 
nificent. 

[ may add that ladies and children 
formed the greater part of the traveling 
public on the trains and steamers I 
traveled by. 

I Oieard the trnns-Mnnehurinn railway 
will bo completed within a few months, 
and so will be the branch line to Port 
Arthur, but it will be some more months 
before trains run direct from Moscow 
to Vlndivostock, many bridges and sta- 
tions being not yet built on the Man- 
churinn section. 

Navigation on tho above mentioned 
rivers is stepped by the ice between about 
20th September and llith May. 

I found the weather to be similar to 
that of ICuropc at this time of the year. 

In Ylndivostoek I met two American 
newspaper men going round the world, 
who had traveled (via Empress steamer 
to Japan, then by special steamer from 
Hakodate to Vlndivostock) from New 
York to Vlndivostock in 111 days, which 
is, I believe, record time. 

No spe'-ial permit, besides the Russian 
passport, is required for the journey 
through Siberia.

Plague at Hongkong Prevents 
the Bringing of Chinese 
in Steerage. 



P. .1. Gruhntn, secretary of the Uevel- 
stoke Trackmen's union, called upon At- 
torney-General Kberts yesterday to ask 
tin' aid of the provincial government to 
enforce the Allen Labor act. Mr. Eb- 
erts informed -Mr. Graham that be wiuj 
powerless in the matter, Unit under the 
act in force initiatory proceedings must 
be taken by some private individual, who 
must first have obtained the written con- 
sent of a judge of the court in which 
the action is intended to be brought. 
This action must be brought against the 
person or persons importing the alien 
laborers in the same maimer as a sail 
for an ordinary debt. The parly may lie 
sued for and the case tried summarily 
before any judge of a county court, who 
is a justice of the peace, or any judge 
of the sessious of tile p ce, recorder, 
. police magistrate, or stipendiary magis- 
trate, but in that case the written con- 
sent of the attorney-general or a judge 
of the superior or county court must first 
be obtained. 

If the plaintiff wins his ease, the de- 
fendant may be lined any umouut not 
exceeding $1,000, and not less than $50, 
which sum shall be paid to Uie minister 
of finance or receiver-general of Canada. 

The attorney-general had no objection 
to giving his consent to an action being 
begun, and regretted that his power in 
the matter was limited to that meagre 
extent, 

(Mr. Graham was not prepared, nor did 
he think the Union would care to begin 
an action against the C. \\ It. which 
would very likely involve heavy expense 
and could not result in much good in 
any event. The Trackmen's union is not 
looking for chances to inllict lines on the 
0. P. It., what it desires is to keep alien 
laborers out of the country or lo have 
them deported after tlicir 'illegal impor- 
tation. The act provides that the attor- 
ney-general of Canada, in case he shall 
be satisfied that an immigrant flins been 
landed in Canada contrary to the pro- 
visions of the act, may cause such im- 
migrant, within a .period of one year, 
to be taken into custody and returned to 
the country whence lie came at the ex- 
pense of the person or persons who vio- 
lated the : law. 

"But bow to satisfy the attorney-gen- 
eral of Canada is the question," said Mr. 
Graham. "The act does not appear to 
provide for that in any way. In fact, as 
the Alien Labor act stands lo day it is 
a dead letter, not worth the paper it 
is written on. The labor men of Canada 
asked for bread and the government has 
given thom a stone." 

Mr. Graham expressed himself as very 
well pleased with his interview with Mr. 
Kberts, who had carefully explained the 
position of the local govenmi'-nt in the 
premises. The whole matter is one en- 
tirely within the jurisdiction of tin- Do- 
minion, and with which no provincial 
government can interfere. 

Continuing, Mr. Cruhnm said that as 
the much vaunted Alien Labor act offers 
no relief lo tile strikers, they are left 
to their own. efforts to eomlurt the whole- 
sale importations of foreigners. So far 
they have succeeded in persuading the 
anen imported to refuse to go to work, 
and they will continueito do so. determin- 
ed to act strictly within the iaw. This 
policy on their part is costing them con- 
siderable money as at Revelstoke alone 
they are paying the living expenses of 
• >'- men brought till -the way from Boston 
by an Italian employment agent. These 
men were promised return transporta- 
tion if the work did not suit them, or 
■that the real state of affairs were mis- 
represented. When tliey arrived and 
found the strike on, they refused to Work 
and demanded to be taken back east, but 
•the request was refused and fhev are 
now 'being suppc/rted by the union. 

Mr. Graham says the company is of- 
tferimr as high as .$1 an hour and cannot 
get men to work. The utirto of the- road 
'bed and bridges is becoming every day 
■worse am! the running of trains more dif- 
ficult, The company has one gang of 
iTapnnc.se working under duress, being 
forced to it by armed special constables. 
The Japs, be says, nre 'loynil to the union 
and walked out with the while men. hut 
this particular lot arc practically prison- 
ers, driven to work by threats of person 
ill violence. 

Local labor men who are talcing an in- 
terest in the strike, expressed their dis- 
satisfaction with the Alien Labor Act, 
wli'itfh. they say, is of no use whatever as 
a preventative of foreign labor being im- 
ported, and worthless, as it provides no 
machinery for their deportation. Whnt 
they asked for and what they understood 
parliament was granting them, was a 
law which would provide a summary 
method of arresting and deporting for- 
eign laborers — a law •similar to that iu 
force in the Ignited States. 

The Trades and Labor Council V'll 
• meet tonight and it is expected that the 
act will be submitted to some severe 
criticism. 



It M. S. Empress of India arrived at 
W.illium Head at noon yesterday from 
the Orient, bringing! 130 saloon passen- 
gers, 3-1 intermediate, and hut two Chi- 
nese passengers, the liners having 
htoppod carrying Chinese passengers 
I nun Hongkong because of the virulence 
of the outbreak of plague there, which 
has caused the death of a number of 
Europeans as wefll as a large number of 
Orientals. During .the forty-eight hours 
before tie' Empress sailed, 59 fresh 
cases .of plague were reported there, two 
of which were Europeans. The figures 
for the week ending June 17 were I'll 
cases and l."1 deaths, compared with Ml 
eases .and loo deaths dining the previous 
week. Not since 1892 have so small II 
number of 'Chinese arrived on the Em- 
press. 

There were the usual number of nota- 
bles in the saloon list. Included were 
Mnjor-iiem-n.l Harrow. C. B., of the 
British diplomatic service in China, who 
as will be Tometllhered, was one of tin" 
leading factors in the Russo-British dis- 
pute :ut the -siding near Tien Tsin, in 
which at one time threatened to cause 
trouble between the Lion and the Leaf; 
Mr. Uryon Breunon, C. M. G., British 
.consul at Shanghai; Gen. von Ketteler. 
who commanded one of the German col- 
umns in China, and Lt.-Col. McDonald, 
K. 10.. C. 15., another leading factor iu 
the Tien Tsin aiding affair, were among 
the leading service men. Other passen- 
gers were: Sam Hill, a son-in-law of 
•I. J. Hill, and one of the directors of the 
(ireat Northern; <J. J. and Mrs. Mel- 
liu'hih, of Dodwell ■& Co.'s Kobe otHcc. 

Other arrivals on the Empress were: 
Second Officer John Murphy mid live 
men of the Nova iSc-ntinn bark Celeste 
Hurrill, which was oT^.iasled while on 
a voyage from Manila to this port. She 
.sailed from the Philippine Islands on 
May 20, bound to the IloyiiJ Roads, for 
orders, and when off the northwest of 
the Island of Formosa encountered >'rt 
heavy gale, which raged for three days, 
partially dismasting the bark. When the 
storm blew itself out it was seen that so 
much damage hud bei u done thr.t the 
vessel could not proceed to Victoria, and 
('apt. Telfry bended for Hongkong, at 
which port he arrived on May 31, and a 
short time afterwards the vessel was 
condemned. Part of the crew then took 
passage on the Empress. 

The Empress had a light cargo, having 
about 2,0(10 tons in all, of tea, rice, 
cigars, opium and the usual shipments of 
Chinese and Japanese merchandise. She 
brought Toil bales of silks. After a short 
stay at William Head, she left for Van- 
couver at tl p.m. The steamer Otter 
acted as tender to her.

According to advices received by tlie 
Empress of India, which arrived yester- 
day, rumors of a rebellion headed by 
Tsung Fu Ilsien are current anions; the 
Chinese. It is reported that Gen. Tsung 
intends to waylay the Chinese Emperor 
on his way to Pekin and raise the Hag 
of revolt under the pretence of driving 
away the corrupt officials that now sur- 
round the Emperor. While the r 11 11101 
has not been continued the allied troops 
tire making inquiries about the matter. 

A .Shanghai despatch to the Japanese 
native paper Asahi states that the 'Chi- 
nese Emperor intends to leave Sianfti for 
Pekin, lis previously announced, and pre- 
parations are being pushed ahead. Gen. 
Tsung Fu Ilsien, who is in Kansti, peti- 
tioned Their Majesties to proceed to 
Joynng, urging that considerations of 
safety rendered it inadvisable that the 
court should return to Pekin while it 
remained in the hands of tlie "foreign 
devils." The real purpose f*f the gen- 
eral is to divert attention from himself 
as if the court returns to Pekin his own 
punishment cannot be much longer de- 
layed. The petition was promptly re- 
jected. 

Details were received by the Empress 
of the assassination of lloshi Torn, the 
well known .lapane.se politician, at the 
city hall of Tokio. He was stabbed to 
death by a fencer named Iba Sotaro. 
There appears to be no desire on the part 
of the assassin to hide the motive of his 
act . The murderer is a man of influence 
and high aims and has apparently been 
a well-to-do citizen. From accounts pub- 
lished in ^Japanese papers, it seems that 
Mr. Hoslii had been attending a meet- 
ing of the aldermen. The meeting was 
held in private and the discussion was 
concluded at about 8 o'clock. Mr. 
lloshi, with t!ii' mayor and others, were 
having a social chat when tlie assassin 
entered the iv mil, The man was well 
divs'''".! Ho cave l is name and said lit 
was a lnenibcr of tin educational com- 
mittee of Yotsuya Ku. No one suspect- 
ed that the man was bent on evil, and 
consequently little attention was paid to 
him. He walked behind Mr. Hoslli and 
drew a dagger, instantly plunging it in- 
to Mr. lloshi's right side, penetrating 
the lung. The assassin, who is a skilled 
fencer, dealt the blow before Mr. lloshi 
could olfer any resistance. Mr. Ilin 
clerk oft he city assembly, was the first 
to see what had taken place, and he 
once sprung on the assassin ami held 
him. The others in 'the room then helpei 
to secure the assassin, which they sue 
eeeded in doing after a struggle. Tie 
police authorities arriving on the seem 
shortly afterwards the assassin was tak- 
en into custody. The wounds sustain- 
ed by 'Mr. lloshi were so serious that he 
fell dead without uttering a word. The 
remains were sent to his house in Akns- 
Ilka in a carriage after an informal in 
quest. The assassin was taken to the 
Metropolitan police bureau, whii >l stand 
close to the city hall.^The assassin told

Referring to Hon. Richard JIIcBride's 
recent visit to Vancouver, to arrange for 
the purchase of gold at full mint value 
by the banks of that city, the Province 
says: 

"Hon. Richard McBride, minister of 
mines, was in tlie city today, one of the 
objects of his visit being the arranging 
of the detail of working of the provincial 
governent assay office in charge of Sir. 
YV. Pellew Hurvoy in this city. The 
whole matter was gone into fully mid an 



arrangement was made satisfactory to 
nil parties of the officials as well us 
to the banks, and the ease with which 
it can be managed should make it popu- 
lar with people who bring gold to this 
city. 

'"It has been arranged that I!. J. Skin- 
ner, the government timber agent here, 
is to take the duties of gold commission- 
er. Gold left with Mr. Pellew Harvey 
for assay and sale to the government 
will be made into bricks and handed over 
to 'Mr. Skinner, who will in turn issue 
certificates that may be cashed for their 
lace value by any bank in the city. 
The gold bricks will be kept in a big 
vault lo be constructed in the court house 
specially for this purpose. It is expected 
that this plan will be very expeditious 
and 'have the effect of bringing a large 
trade to the provincial office," 

The action of the provincial govern- 
ment in providing for the assaying and 
purchase of gold has been forced upon 
l hem by the fact that the assay office 
proposed to be established at Vancouver 
by the Dominion government cannot pos- 
sibly be equipped ami put in operation in 
time to deal with this season's output 
of Yukon or Atlin gold.

According to advices received by tie 
Kinpicss of India, which arrived jester 
day, rumors of a rebellion headed by 
Titling l''ll Ilsi. n are current among lie 
Chinese, it is reported thai (Ion. Tsiing 
intends to way lay the Chinese Kmporor 
on his way to I'ekin ami rahse the Hag 
of revolt under the pretence of driving 
away the corrupt oilieials that now sur- 
round the l'imperor. While tin- ruinoi 
lias not been confirmed it he ullitsl troops 
are making inquiries about the matter. 

A .Shanghai despatch to the .1 apiinesc 
native paper Asuhi states that the Chi- 
nese Kniperor intends to leave Sianfii for 
Pekin. as previously announced, and pre- 
parations are being pushed ahead, (ion. 
Tsung Fit llsien. who is in Kansu, pcli- 
tioneil Their Majesties to pVoceed to 
.loyang, urging that considerations of 
safely rendered it inadvUaldc that the 
court should return to Pekin while it 
remained in the hands of the "foreign 
devils." The i eal purpose of the gen- 
eral is to divert attention from himself 
as if the court returns to Pekin his own 
punishment cannot lie uracil longer de- 
layed. The petition was promptly re- 
jected. 

Iielails were received by the Kmprcss 
of the assassination of lloslli Torn, the 
well known .lapane.se politician, tit the 
city hall of Tokio. He was stabbed to 
dentil by a fencer mimed Iba Sotaro. 
There appears to be no di sire on the purl 
of the assassin to hide the motive of his 
act . Tlio murderer is a man ol inllllenee 
and high aims ami has apparently been 
a well-to-do citizen. From accoums pub- 
lished in Mapancse papers, it seems that 
Mr. lloshi had been attending a meet 
iug of the ablel'iiicn. The niceting was 
held in private ami the discussion "as 
concllldeil at about l', o'eluek. Mr. 
lloshi, with ihe iimviir ami others, were 
having a social cha: when the assassin 
enlered the n oiti. The mail ivi;s well 
dr d II,. g;,ve l is name and said hi- 
was a incinbcr of tin educational com- 
mittee of Volsuyn Kit. No one suspect- 
ed thai the man was bent on evil, ami 
couseiinently little uttention was paid to 
him. II" walked behind Mr. Iloslii and 
drew a dagger, instant Iv plunging i: in- 
to Mr. Lloshi's right side. |„. m -tnitma 
the lung. The assassin, who is a skilled 
fencer, ditlll tin- blow before Mr. lioshi 
could offer any resistance. M r. Hiriig.i, 
clerk oft he city assembly, was the tii-st 
to see what had taken place, and he at 
once sprung on the assassin ami held 
him. The others in -the room then helped 
to secure the assassin, which they sue- 
eeeded ill doing a Her a struggle. The 
police authorities arriving on the scene 
shortly afterwards Ihe assassin was tak- 
en into custody. The wounds sustain- 
ed by Mr. lloshi were so serious that he 
fell dead without uttering a word. The

•'Hon. Kiehard SIcBride, minister of 
mines, was in the city today, one of the 
objects of his visit being the arranging 
of the detail of working of the provincial 
govcnieat assay olllce in charge of Mr. 
W. Follow Harvey in this city. The 
whole matter was gone into fully and an 



arrangement Mas made satisfactory to 
nl'l parties of the officials as well as 
to the banks, and the ease with which 
it can lie managed should make it popu- 
lar Wltll people who bring gold to this 
city. 

"It has been arranged that It. .1. Skin- 
ner, the government timber agent here, 
is to take the duties of gold commission- 
er. Hold left with Mr. Pellew Harvey 
for assay and sale to the government 
uill be made into bricks and handed over 
to Mr. Skinner, who will in turn issue 
certificates thai may be cashed for their 
lace value bv ii ii v bank in the eitv. 
The gold bricks will be kept in a big 
vault to be constructed iti the court house 
specially fur this purpose. It is expected 
that ibis plan will be very expeditious 
and 'have the effect of bringing a large 
trade to the provincial ofllce." 

The action of the provincial govern- 
ment in providing for the assaying and 
purchase of gold has been Toi-cimI upon 
them by the fact that the assay olllce 
proposed to he established at Vancouver 
by the I loiuinion government cannot pos- 
sibly be equipped anil put in operation in 
time to deal with this season's output 
of Yukon or Atlin gold.

Eruptions 



In Java 



Volcanic Outbursts Cause Loss 
of Life and Destruction 
of Plantations. 



Natives Believed That End of 
World Had Come During 
Lava Showers. 



News was brought by the Empress of 
JniJiii nl' u volcanic eruption on June -.i. 
at tSourabuyu, Java island. It wtis dis- 
covered that front Mountain, which l.cs 
.sonic iio miles t" the southwest of the 
i»ort was in active eruption. Tlie report 
ut the eruption was tearful. There tire 
•over -00 coiice plantations and 10 sugar 
pluntutions in the district. A lurgc num- 
ber of natives were engaged on these 
pluntutions. So far as is known 10 wUites 
and 100 natives were killed. All the sur- 
rounding country within a radius of 10 
miles of the mountain is covered with 
.ashes and scoriae. The dtumige to thu 
.sugar crop is roughly estimated to exceed 
1,^00,000 pieuls. 

A coirespondciit of the Singapore Free 
Press writing from Tawang Uedjo, Uole- 
tar. .lava, prior to that date, sends an 
.account of till eruption of Kloeth Monti- 
tain, fifteen miles away from the above 
named place, lie was awakened by a 
rumbling noise, and ran out to enquire 
as to the cause, lie says: 

"Wlide speaking to the heudllinn of 
the village, stones begun to fall around 
i is, several of which struck me on thu 
.shoulder. We then went indoors and 
noon a panic occurred among the natives, 
who came running to my house and thai 
<>f the superintendent to inquire what 
was the matter, and not knowing, we 
were tumble to calm them. At 4:15 a 
.heavy shower of stones beguu to tall, 
which lasted until ,1 o'clock. The sky 
became intensely dark, so that one could 
seurculy see a foot ahead, and to add 
lo the confusion now a shower of sand 
ashes commenced to fall. The natives 
grew pale with trignt, their children 
(rumbling and crying, and many feared 
Unit the end of the worn! had come. It 
was not until long after 7 a. in. that 
•day dawned, and then the sky was at 
first only partially bright, and the na- 
.tives were still so terror-stricken, that it 
■wus with the greatest ditllctllty we pel- 
•suaded them to go to their quarters. 
We have since heard that the neighbor- 
ing estates fared even worse than we 
did, for there all the coolies left the plan- 
tations. 

••During the course of the day we also 
uicai'd that two estates, nearer than we 
were to Kloeth, were almost burned 
up, the burning Iiivm having .set ou lire 
the neighboring forests, which, in turn, 
Jiad spread to the [.-Imitations. An assis- 
tant on one of tilt: (■states endeavored 
to find his way to the house of the sup- 
erintendent, in the intense darkness, hut 
was caught by the Humes and so badly 
burned that when he reached his des- 
tination he fell in a swoon, from which 
he never recovered. Very sad was tae 
Stcrj of a superintendent and bis wife 
ami family. They started out with a 
native woman and a housekeeper in a 
wagon to get to town as the lava came 
pouring down from the hill, nearly 
threatening their house with destruction. 
Their course lay through a stream witli 
■deep waters. In the darkness, they miss- 
ed the ford and were swept away by the 
current. The superintendent and his wife 
were caught in a most providential man- 
ner by the thick foliage of a bamboo tree 
which overlapped the water, but the t'vo 
children, two little girls ot eight and ten 
.years of age, their nurse and horse and 
the house-keeper were drowned, their 
bodies being discovered later, about eight 
miles away from the scene of the disas- 
ter. Jn all the districts around the 
mountain in eruption the estates Were 
damaged by lire and water, in some 
places the ground being left quite barren 
.and covered inches thick with a sand ami 
ash deposit. 

"We are now ia constant fear that 
there will be a repetition of the volcanic 
disturbances, and wo are the more dis- 
turbed lest Kloeth should set in activity 
the neighboring hills, and thus cause a 
dreadful disaster. I hear from neigh- 
boring planters that when the last erup- 
tion of Kloeth occurred, in 1875, it was 
so terrible that half of Bolitar was wash- 
oil away, and thousands of lives were 
lost."

Thomas Cunningham, member of the 
provincial Board of Horticulture, who 
is visiting various parts of the province 
for the purpose of investigating the rav- 
ages id" insects a ud advising the fann- 
ers as to the most effective methods of 
destroying them, has forwarded io the 
department of agriculture a couple of 
t;lass jars tilled with atrophied, or inaiii- 
miod plums ami plums of this year's 
growth partially destroyed. The atro- 
phied fruit is that attacked and destroyed 
by insects last year and carelessly al- 
lowed lo remain on the trees nil winter, 
with the result that it is spreading in- 
fection to the new fruit as fast as it is 
formed. Each of these shrivelled up 
plums forms a disease centre which is 
sending out its colonics of germs to the 
young fruit, which in its turn becomes 
a propagation ground for myriads id' de- 
structive parasites, spreading contagion 
to the whole tree. Fruit growers should 
be very careful in the fall to remove nml 
burn every one of these disease laden 

On the subject of the cut worn. Mr. 
Cunningham writes the following inter- 
esting letter: 

Vancouver, Juiy 15, 1001. 

Dear Mr. Anderson, — I went out to 
Sea Island 011 Saturday and called on 
the president of the KiclwuomI Farmers' 
Institute for more detimite information re 
the unexpected attack of the cut worm, 
peridrouid saucid. Unfortunately dipt. 
Stewart was not at home, hat Mrs. Stew 
art informed us whose tarnis were ro 
ported to be infected. I was accouipan 
ted by Air. Phillip, secretary of the Bich- 
lllollil Institute, and we visited lirst tin 1 
farm of .Mr. Thomas Jyang and found 
that he had lost about half an acre ol 
mangles before he became aware of the 
presence of the pest, lie immediately 
put out the poisoned bran, - pound Paris 
green to DO pound bran. Tais had the 
desired effect, and prevented any further 
damage. 1 found the dead worms in 
great numbers. Mr. Lang reports hav- 
ing traced the infestation to his manure 
heaps. Wo tin n visited the farm of Mr. 
Alexander Duff, who also had lost about 
tliree-iiua iters of an acre of mangles; he 
sprayed his remaining crop with paris 
green in iiuuiil simplex in the proportion 

of IVj teas| nfulls of the paris green to 

a pail of water. I will say for Mr. Dull 
that lie made an excellent job of it, and 
completely cheeked tlie advance of the 
cut worm. Here also I found great num- 
bers id' dead caterpillar*. Mr. Dull trac- 
ed his infestation also to the manure 
heap, but I am inclined to think that 
the fact of his mangles having been put 
in laud which had long been 111 soil had 
something to do with the development of 
the pest, the moths having laid their eggs 
in the class the previous seaiioii. Air. 
Lung's Held is contiguous to Mr. Doll's 
infected lield, ami it is quite likely thul 
both were infected from the cue source. 

We next visited Mr. Williamson's line 
farm, and found that ho had lost nbout 
half mi acre of mangles, but '.;>OK timely 
measures to destroy the cate."yilliu - s. He 
agreed to resume operations this morning 
us I advised, as he is determimd 'o de- 
stroy every caterpillar on his place, and 
will spare neither time nor money to ef- 
fect this object. 

Mr. John Maekie's farm, a noble one, 
was next visited, nml here I found that 
twe) acres of mangles had been practi- 
cally destroyed before Mr. Mttckie was 

II ware of the presence of the pest. lie 
is a very busy man, has a line herd of 
cattle, and is so fully occupied with his 
dairy work that the cut worms had 
stolen 11 march on him. However, he got 
even with them in line shape by the use 
of the poisoned bran, 'J pounds pit ris 
green to 50 pounds bran, lie made only 
one mistake, which lie has agreed to re- 
pair today — he omitted to poison clumps 
of weeds, notably lambsii'jnrtcr ami some 
hunches of volunteer grain, which are 
scattered more or less through his inan- 
ities and turnips. I took him out through 
his field nml showed him in many in- 
stances that there were numerous colon- 
ies of thriving caterpillars in the ground 
at I he roots of those clumps. We found 

li< > g 1 fat healthy fellows at one clump 

of weeds. Mr _ Meokio is undoubtedly 
at work in exterminating them this 
morning. He is a thoroughly earnest 
and progressive farmer. I may add that 
bo traces the infestation in his case 
iliivcto In me manure heap. I cannot 
dispute this, for he states distinctly that 
he saw myriads of the small larva in tlie 
manure when he was putting it out, but 
did nut then know them as such, he is 
most: positive on this point, indeed all 
those people are in practical agreement 
that the manure heaps have been the 
breeding ground for the cut worms. 
Should this be' correct, and I cannot dis- 
pute it in the face of such overwhelming 
testimony, we must turn our attention to 
the disinfection of the manure in future. 
I think this can be accomplished without 
much trouble or expense, but the most 
important point for consideration now is 
to destroy the caterpillars. I shall lose 
no time in pressing this 011 the attention 
of all concerned. 

Wo visited Mr. Well's next after iMr. 
Mackio, and were thankful to find that 
lie hud successfully swayed his crop and 
subdued the pest. He also is a careful, 
intelligent farmer, and thoroughly in 
earnest in subduing the pest. We visited 
several other farms, but found little or 
no evidence of the presence of the pest. 
All are on the look out for them, how- 
over, and T believe are prepared to deal 
promptly with them. 

I am just leaving for Lulu Island to 
prosecute the work, and shall go from 
there to Delta, where I am informed the 
cut worms are in evidence, I shall re- 
port to you jiwt wh'>f r find. 

To sum up I would say Hint on S01 
Island only mangles have been attacked 
so far this season. 

In overv instance the peopl<> nre un- 
animous thut infestation can be traced 
lo the manure heaps. 

The pest is now veil under control, 
and the farmers are thoroughly nlire t« 
I he necessity of immediate aet'on. and 
nre armed with plenty of ammunition

Xmrgo 
is keeping his weather eye 01 all new- 
coiners, and puts them through his vac- 
cination mill whether they w nt to or 
not.

RARE PLANTS. 

From Knslo Kootcnalnn. 

Miss Ktbel Blackmail, of this place, dur- 
ing her leisure hoars, has given time to 
Hie study of botany, nml has made quite a 
collection of plants mid dowers which grow 
nrnunil Knslo. In mnklns her collection, 
Miss ItliK-kinnn recently made the discovery 
of two rare species of Hemlevn, which arc 
not known lo crow la Canada. The follow- 
ing are extracts from two letters bv Mr. 
.tallies Fletcher, botanist nt tho Central 
Rxpis-Iinentnl Farm nt Ottawa, received 
by Miss Hlackman recently: 

"I urn returning you today one of voiir 
sheets or (lowers which I held back to 
make a critical examination of the small 
purple flower tn the right nml left of the 
nicrnntls. This I find, bv Howell's Flora of 
.V. W. America. Is Hemlevn Vlolncen, wh'ch 
has not previously been found In Canada bv 
any of our collectors. The localities given 
by Howell are. 'Along the Columbia river. 
\ lento, Oregon, and on the opposite side 
of the river near the Mouth of the White 
Salmon river on moss covered rocks.' There 
Is no Canadian specimen In the museum 
here of the geological survey nor In our 
1'iirm MllPfeum. So you see even In vour 
small collection so fur sent you have al- 
ready added an Important fact to our know- 
ledge of the science of botany In Citniidn. 

Ill tlie other letter, which Is two uioitt lis 
later than the lirst and dated dune 25111, lie 
suys: "You nre certainly most, fortunate 
In Ilnillni.' rare iilnnts. Among the new 
ones you have sent for name yon have uc- 
tunlly found the other species of Hemlevn. 
which Is a most remarkable coincidence. 
Neither of these hnve previously been re- 
corded from Canada, and that you should 
have been the one to Had them both In the 
same year nan ni (be same place, seems 
to me very remarkable Indeed.'
